Potential Double Patenting Rejections 

2. It should be noted that two other U.S. applications having the same inventive 
entity, 10/520275 and 11/188747 (having in common the claimed benefit of the same 
provisional application and/or being a CIP to the instant application), contain claims that 
could be used to reject the instant claims under provisional nonstatutory obviousness- 
type double patenting. However, since this would be the only rejection remaining in the 
instant application and because the instant application has an earlier filing date, such 
rejections will not be pursued in view of the following directive (MPEP 804) 1 : 

If a "provisional" nonstatutory obviousness-type double patenting (ODP) rejection is the 
only rejection remaining in the earlier filed of the two pending applications, while the later- 
filed application is rejectable on other grounds, the examiner should withdraw that 
rejection and permit the earlier-filed application to issue as a patent without a terminal 
disclaimer-
